Tried to Get Away from Santiago by 
A Bold Dash and Is Now a 
Beachcd Wreck«

New York, July 5.—The New York 
Herald has received from its corre­

Cervera’s lleet: Three of the Spanish 
cruisers that were bottled up in Santi­ 
ago harbor and two torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers 
w'ere pounded into helpless 
hulks by the guns of Admiral Sampson’e 
fleet on Sunday In a vain attempt to es­ 
cape from the harbor. The vessels were 
beached in a last effort to save aa

many of t!io lives of the crews as possi­ 
ble. Admiral Cervera, on board the 
Cristobal Colon, headed his fleet in the 
attempt to get away at about half past 
y o’clock. So lltle were the Americans 
expecting the dash that the flagship 
New York was cruising up the coast to 
the east, and returned only In time to 
see the finish of the fight and to fire a 
shot or two at the torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers.

The 
Iowa, Indiana. Oregon, Maspa- 
chusetts, Texas, Brooklyn and the con­ 
verted yacht Gloucester formed In posi­ 
tion to give battle as soon as the C*t)Kn 
was sighted nmndlng the wreck of ih*: 
Merrlmac. Cervt-ra headed to tlie wei-t, 
the Colon in the lead, followed by th«- 
Vizcaya and Ociuendo and the destroy­ 
ers. all firing rapidly. All of the Amer­ 
ican battleshlfis opened fir^" at once and 
the Spanish wore soon In a hurricane oi 
shot and .shi*U, but the Colon kept on 
bravely till when about ten miles ti> the 
westward of Morro castle Admiral Cer­ 
vera turned his vesstl to the shore ai:d 
beached her. She was bUiKing in a score 
of places, but her guns kei't at work 
and the white (laji never showed until 
she was completv*ly disabled.

The Oiiuendo and Vizcaya were op- 
po«od to the loNva, Ti xas and Indlar.a, 
and went down to dt-fi-at with fearful 
swiftness, covt^ring only about half the 
distance mad(* by the Colon before their 
captains run them ashore. Their crews 
foujiht with des?)erate bravery, but their 
courage was no match for the courag«? 
of our men, added to their superb gun­ 
nery. The Spanish shell went wild for 
the most part, but the American gun 
(ire w'as marked by merciless precision. 
The two cruisers, both on fire, were 
beached not more than one-quarter of a 
mile apart.

The most dramatic feature of the bat­ 
tle was the contest between the torpedo 
boat destroyers and the Gloucester. The 
latter was struck several times, and is 
the only American vessel reported dam­ 
aged. At first the Gloucester fired upon 
them with her slx-pounders, but they 
ran past her and engaged the battle­ 
ships. 
Finding the fire too hot 
they 
turned and attacked the Gloucester 
again until both destroyers were afire and

had to be beached. Their crews threw 
themselves Into the surf to save their 
lives. 
Just before this the New York 
came up and assisted in giving the fin­ 
ishing blow to the destroyers. 
There 
was explosion after explosion from the 
beached vessels,

ported that Admiral Cervera was dead, 
tut this was afterward denied.

But they turned ihelr heada 
toward the shore less than a mile away 
ftrd ran them on the beach and rocks, 
where their destruction was soon com­ 
pleted. The offlcere and men on board 
then escaped to the shore with the as­ 
sistance of boats sent from the Ameri­ 
can men-of-war and then threw them­ 
selves upon the mercy of their captois. 


Their conquerors sent them a guard 
to protect them from the murderous 
bands of Cuban soldiers hiding in the 
bush on the hillside, eager to rush down 
and attack the unarmed, defeated, but 
valorous foe. Admiral Cervera escaped 
to the shore in a boat sent by the 
Gloucester and as soon as he touched 
thé beach he surrendered himself and 
his command to Lieutenant Morton and 
asked to be taken on board the Glouces­ 
ter, which was the only American vessel 
near him at the time. The Spanish ad­ 
miral, who was wounded in the arm, 
was taken to the Gloucester and received 
at the gangway by her commander. 
Lieutenant Connrandcr Pwichard Wain- 
wrlght, who grasped the hand of the 
gray-bearded admiral and said to him: 
“I congratulate you, sir. upon having 
made as gallant a fight ns was ever 
wltncHsed on the sea.” 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwrlght 
then placed his cabin at the dlsjiosal of 
the Spanish ofllcers. As far as is known 
at this writing not a United States ves­ 
sel was even hit. 
There is no means 
of telling now what the Spanish loss 
was, but It is believed to have been 
very heavy, as tlie prisoners in custody 
report their docks strrwn with dead and 
wounded in great numbers, and there is 
a statement that many bodies could be 
seen fastened to i»ieces 
of 
wreckage 
floating in the sea after the fight was 
over. 


There can be no doubt that Admiral 
Cervera’s plan to escape from San San­ 
tiago harbor was entirely unexpeett-d 
by Admiral Sampson, and the best evi­ 
dence of this Is the fact that when the 
Spanish ve.‘--se!s were seen coming < vu 
of the harbor the flagship New York 
was seven miles away steaming to the 
eastward toward Juragua. the military 
base, nine miles east of Morro.

The heathen in the far aw'ay Philip­ 
pines is our neighbor and we should not 
shirk the responsibility of sending him 
our civili/.ation: the Spaniard is our 
neighbor and there was no more tender 
story in all history than that told of 
one event after the battle of Manila. 
American w'omen were binding up the 
wounds of Sjniniards as lovintrly as 
though the victims were our own.

WAR PRACTICALLY OVER. 
The destruction of Admiral Cervera’s 
fleet and the capture of the survivors 
marks the beginning of the end of the 
war. 


The story of the conilict between the 
Americans and the Spanish reads like 
fiction. There is in it all something as 
mysterious and supernatural as were 
the wars of ancient Israel, where the 
battles were fought by an unseen God 
and not by armies. In no other way 
can 
the 
battle 
at Manila be ex* 
plained. Facing the heavy fire of 
Spanish guns not one American was 
killed. The sea battle at SantiaL'o 
was a repetition of Manila bay, though 
in the latter fight one American sailor 
lost his life. The heavy guns of the 
Christohol Colon and Vizcaya Ured 
thick and fast, but they were like the 
helpless host of Midianites before the 
small band of Gideon. The ileet of the 
United States was stronger than the 
Spaniards, but had they been weaker 
the result would probably have been 
the same. 


The war cannot last long. 
Without 
a fleet Spain cannot long make any 
show of resistance and when her own 
coast is bombarded and the llve.s of 
subjects on the mother soil are taken 
by shot and^^hell the Spaniard will not 
be willing to longer place lives on the 
altar of sacrifice. 


Spanish honor demanded that the 
lives of soldiers and sailors bo sacri­ 
ficed but that same honor will not de­ 
mand that the lives of statesmen who 
live in Spain be put in jeopardy.

Enemy's loss prob­ 
ably several hundred from gun-ilre, ex­ 
plosions and drowning. About 1.300 pris­ 
oners, including Admiral Cervftra. The 
man killed was George H. Ellis, chief 
yeoman of the Brooklyn.

Thus 
with Shafter's guns thundering on San­ 
tiago fi’om the land and Sampson’s from 
the harbor, the fall of the city is as­ 
sured beyond further question.

“The Buccaneers of Our Coast,” in the 
May St. Nicholas, says: 
About this 
time one of the most famous of sea- 
robbers was harassing 
the Atlantic 
coast of North America, and from New 
England to the West Indies he was 
known as the great pirate 
“Black- 
beard.” This man, whose real name 
was Teach, was a terrible fellow in ap­ 
pearance as well as acts. He wore a 
long, heavy black beard, whihc it was 
his fancy to separate into tails, each 
one tied with a colorcd ribbon, and 
often tucked behind his ears. Some of 
the writers of that day declared that 
the sight of this beard would create 
more terror in any port of the Amer­ 
ican seaboard than would the sudden 
appearance of a fiery comet. 
Across 
his brawny breiist he carried a sort 
of sling, in which hung not less th.an 
three pairs of pistols in leathern bol­ 
sters, and these, in addition to his cut­ 
lass and a knife or two in his belt, 
made him a most formldable-looking 
fellow.
